FRENCH BUSY LAST NIGHT 
The French have taken over part of the British front and late tonight were engaged in 
terrific combat with what Paris officially describes as ‘‘important German forces.’’ 


HUNS SLOWING DOWN 
WASHINGTON, March. 25. (night:)——The German drive at the’ British” lites is ‘slowing 
under the policy of elastic defense pursued by Field Marshal Haig; according to the opinion 
of allied and American army officers here, based on the official statements from London, Paris 
and Berlin. The greatest battle of the war, thus far, they believe, is entering its second stage 
with the German forces’ facing an increasingly stubborn resistance. The outcome of this 
stage may not be discernible for several days. 
The attitude of American military authorities was officially stated by Major General March, 
acting chief of staff. He said: :

that he was on his way to Germany no wild 
animal in all the mountains and swamps of 
the United States would scratch and bite 
and kick and squawk more vigorously than 
he would. These German-Americans do 
not want to be sent back to their Kaiser 
and their fatherland! 
__ Certainly we Americans will not. stop 
“the war nor surrender our rights nor invite 
the invasion of‘ our shores because of their 
stubborn devotion to a country which they ° 
were so glad to abandon. We must appeal 
to their sons and their daughters, to those 
who. have hecgme-part and.gparcel of our 
nation, to see that: these obstinate old codg- 
ers do not persist in an attitude which may 
end’ in creating a prejudice against those 
of German descent in America. 

‘Those of us who are Scotch or Irish or 
English-deseent can-urge this with greater
